Pleading illness, he escaped im- 


mediate incarceration in a prison 
cell and set in motion legal efforts 
to remain at his hotel while the 
United States presses its demand 
that he be sent back to Chicago to 
stand trial on indicments charging 
embezzlement and larceny. 


The two hours following Insull's 


arrest provided a dramatic se- 
quence of events during which the 
former Chicago magnate trans- 
formed himself from an invalid 
into a fugitive sufficiently spry to 
take himself to the prosecutor's 
office and request in person that 
he be spared the ignomony of an- 
other sojourn in jail. 
Acting under the Greco-Ameri- 


can extradition treaty, which came 
into effect on Nov. 1, after months 
of delay. Director of Police Cout- 
soumaris formally placed Insull 
under arrest at 12:01 p- m. as he 
lay in bedLin his suite at the Hotel 
Petit Palais.

The Literary Digest's nation- 


wide poll, which is said to repre- 
sent the largest number of votes in 
any Presidential Poll ever "con- 
ducted according to to-morrow's 
iaaue of the magazine. 
A grand total of 3,064,497 ballots 
were returned and tabulated. Of 
these 1,715,789, or 55.99 per cent 
are for Roosevelt, 1,150,398, or 
37.53 per cent voted for Hoover 
and 148,079, or 4.84 per cent reg- 
istered their sentiments for Thom- 
as. 


Hoover shows a slight gain from 


the 37.33 per cent of the total vote 
which he had in the semifinal re- 
turns and the 37.19 per cent for

The final vote gives Hoover a 


lead in the seven States of Maine, 
Vermont, New Hampshire, Massa- 
chusetts, Rhode Island, Connecti- 
cut and New Jersey. 


Roosevelt leads his Republican

States. 


A division of the vote by an 
jectoral College apportionment

The Literary Digest editorially
